NAUTILUS 
CLOCKS 
20,000 
LEAGUES! 


New London, Feb. 5. 

America’s first atomic- 
powered submarine, Nauti- 
lus today clocked 20,000 
nautical leagues under the 
sea when it reached a point 
about 120 miles off the New 
Jersey coast, its Com- 
mander, Captain Eugene 
Wilkinson, announced this 
morning. 

The Nautilus thus lived up to 
the performance of its fictitious 
nam€sake, created by the famous 
French writer, JulOs Verne, 87 
years ago in his book “Twenty- 
thousand Leagues under the 
ea.” 

Twenty+ thousand nautical 
leagues is about 60,000 nautical 
miles (just over 100,000 kilo- 
metres). 

Newsmen who were allowed 
aboard the vessel for the oc- 
casion were not informed of the 
speeds or depths reached by the 
submarine. It was noted, how- 
ever, that the Nautilus’s per- 
formance was Infinitely supertor 
to that of a conventional type 
submarine. 

Captain Wilkinson also praised 
the extreme manocuvrability of 
the Nautilus, which would, with 
normal type engines, have used! 
about 720,000 gallons of dicsel 
fuel to cover 20,000 leagues. — 
France-Presse, 1

She is married to a 


INDIA ADAMANT CHOU ENDS 
OVER KASHMIR 


United Nations, Feb. 5. 

Mr Krishna Menon, head of the Indian delega- 
tion to the United Nations, stressed today in a 
press conference that the position of India in the 
Kashmir question was not at all in opposition with 
Indian commitments given earlier to the UN Com- 
mission for India and Pakistan.

The second part of the re- 
solution was never carried out 
by Pakistan, who never with- 
drew its troops from Kashmir 
and annexed part of the ter- 
ritory, Menon said, 

Therefore the question of the 
withdrawal of Indian troops 
and of a plebiscite never urose, 

Further resolutions of — the 
Commission gave more uctalls 
about the procedure of de- 
militarisation, but the basle con- 
ditions und chronology for a ple 
biscite were never changed, 
Menon sald.
